Obamas welcome 
Bushes for unveiling 
of official portrait

President Obama, who rarely passes up a chance to high- 
light the “mess” he inherited when he took office, put poli- 
tics aside to welcome former President George W Bush 
at the White House for the unveiling of Bush’s official 
portrait. 

The office of the president carries a unique weight that 
is only truly understood by those who’ve carried it, Obama 
said Thursday at a ceremony in the East Room of the ex- 
ecutive mansion. 

“That’s why, from time to time, those of us who have 
had the privilege to hold this office find ourselves turn- 
ing to the only people on Earth that know the feeling,” 
he said. “We may have our differences politically but the 
presidency transcends those differences.” 

Bush joked that his portrait brings “an interesting sym- 
metry” to the White House portrait collection, the first of 
which depicts George Washington. 

“It now starts and ends with a George W,” he said. 

Obama earlier hosted a private lunch for the former 
two-term Republican president and first lady Laura Bush 
in the Red Room of the White House. They were joined 
by the ex-president’s father, former President George 
H.W Bush, former first lady Barbara Bush, and other 
members of the Bush family 

Among the guests at the ceremony were Republican po- 
litical strategist Karl Rove; John Ashcroft, attorney gen- 
eral under George W Bush; and former Bush economic 
adviser Lawrence Lindsey 

The specs 

Bush’s portrait, by artist John Howard Sanden, portrays him 
standing in the center of the Oval Office, his right hand on 
an arm chair. The former first lady’s portrait shows her in the 
Green Room, which was refurbished under her direction in 
2007. 

NOTABLE: Bush has stayed off the political stage since leav- 
ing office. He last appeared at the White House more than 
two years ago, on Jan. 16, 2010, when Obama named Bush 
and former President Bill Clinton to lead a humanitarian 
mission for Haiti’s earthquake victims.

Taste-lite 

This year’s festival cuts back on days, dining options

Some familiar faces will be missing from Taste 
of Chicago this year, as the annual food and 
entertainment festival downsizes in the face of 
declining revenues. 

Taste in 2012 will be shorter (five days instead 
of 10) and smaller than in past years. On Thurs- 
day, the city released the names of this year’s res- 
taurants; there will be 37 full-time participants 
this year, down from 57 a year ago. 

Guey Lon, which had been in every Taste of 
Chicago since the event was created in 1980, 
won’t be in Grant Park this summer. Vermil- 
ion, which has been a Taste participant for four 
straight years, also will be gone. Others missing 
in action are Adobo Grill, Harry Garay’s and 
Polka Sausage and Deli. 

Several restaurant owners say they dropped 


out voluntarily 

‘A lot of people lost money last year, us in- 
cluded,” Guey Lon owner Jean Lee said. “We’re 
a small restaurant; we have to at least break even 
to do [Taste]. This year, with only five days, it’s 
very iffy; if it rains one day, you’ve had it. I wish 
the restaurants this year good luck and good 
weather.” 

Rohini Dey owner of Vermilion and its sister 
property. At Vermilion in New Tbrk, said she 
dropped out for workload reasons. 

“Putting together a staff for Taste is not a 
small thing,” she said. “Between here and New 
York, I’m strapped.”

strip-club tax plan 
goes to governor

SPRINGFIELD Strip clubs that sell booze or 
let people drink alcoholic beverages would 
face a new tax under a measure the Illinois 
House sent to the governor Thursday: 

Lawmakers approved the strip club tax 
92-23, with three voting present. The money 
would go to support rape crisis centers, 
which have seen funds drop about 28 percent 
in the past five years. 

Strip club operators would have two 
options under the measure. They could 
charge a $3 admission fee or pay taxes based 
on how much money they take in. 

An operator making $2 million or more 
per year would pay a $25,000 tax. Those 
making $500,000 to $2 million would pay 
$15,000 annually Operators making less 
than $500,000 a year would have a $5,000 
tax. 

Rep. Anthony DeLuca (D-Chicago 
Heights) asked why the industry is being 
singled out and questioned whether the 
government should be “picking losers and 
winners” when it decides who to tax. He then 
voted “present.” 

Sponsoring Rep. Sara Feigenholtz, a 
Chicago Democrat, countered that funding 
for rape crisis counseling centers has been 
cut significantly in recent Illinois budgets. 
And violent crime is higher in areas near 
clubs that serve alcohol, Feigenholtz said. 

“I feel as though we have found a creative 
way to help these victims,” she said.

SPRINGFIELD State limits on campaign dona- 
tions to candidates would be lifted if wealthy 
super political action committees pour mon- 
ey into legislative or statewide political races 
under a measure the Senate put on the gover- 
nor’s desk Thursday 

Under the legislation, donation restrictions 
would go awayif asuperPAC spends $100,000 
or more on a local race and $250,000 or more 
on a statewide race. 

AsuperPAC spends money to influence the 
outcome of an election without coordinating 


its activities with a political candidate. They 
are an outgrowth of a Supreme Court deci- 
sion. 

In Illinois, a court has struck down lan- 
guage that had limited so-called independent 
expenditure committees, allowing super- 
PACs to get involved in state campaigns. 

Current campaign law limits the amounts 
that individuals, businesses, unions and tradi- 
tional PACs can give to a candidate. 

The Illinois Campaign for Political Reform 
quickly issued a statement calling on Demo- 
cratic Gov Quinn to veto the bill.

GREENSBORO, N.C Former Sen. John 
Edwards was acquitted Thursday on 
one count of talking illegal campaign contribu- 
tions, and the judge declared a mistrial on five 
other counts because the jury was deadlocl^ed. 

The jur/s decision came on the ninth day of 
deliberations and marlced yet another dramat- 
ic turn of events for the one-time politician, 
who rose to become the Democratic Party’s 
vice presidential nominee in 2004 only to see 
his career ruined by scandal four years later. 

As the jury’s verdict was read, Edwards, who 


did not testify in the nearly six-weel^-long trial, 
slumped hack in his seat in relief 

Later, standing in front of the federal court- 
house in Greensboro, N.C., the state he rep- 
resented in the Senate from 1999 to 2005, Ed- 
wards said he never brol^e the law. 

“While I do not believe I did anything il- 
legal, or ever thought I was doing anything il- 
legal, I did an awful, awful lot that was wrong, 
and there is no one else responsible for my 
sins,” he said.

person who should be held accountable for my 
sins, honestly I don’t have to go any further 
than the mirror.

Federal prosecutors did not make clear 
whether they would seek another trial for Ed- 
wards, whom they accuse of taking funds from 
two wealthy donors during his 2008 presiden- 
tial campaign to keep voters from learning he 
was cheating on his cancer-stricken wife, Eliz- 
abeth, who died in 2010.

NEW YORK Don't expect to see a jobs 
comeback on Friday. 

'ITie economy was expected to have add- 
ed 150,000 jobs last month, according to 
economists surveyed by CNN. 'Fhey proj- 
ect that the job report for May will show 
the private sector expanded payrolls by 
162,000 jobs, but government shed 12,000 
positions. 

The unemployment rate should hold 
steady at 8.1 percent. 

All eyes are on Friday's numbers after 
April's jobs report showed surprisingly 
weak growth of just 115,000 jobs, a signifi- 






cant slowdown from January and February 
when 200,000-plus jobs a month were cre- 
ated. Some job watchers had felt the slow- 
down that began in March and worsened 
in April was mainly due to warm weather 
earlier in the year that could have given the 
job market a temporary artificial boost* 
But another poor showing in May might 
dash hopes that the weakness was only a 


temporary blip. 

Job growth that exceeds 250,000 a 
month is a sign of a healthy economy while 
expansion of 150,000 only keeps pace with 
population growth. 

That relatively tepid employment ex- 
pansion means job seekers— particularly 
the young, the old and the uneducated 
—must duke it out for the few available 
openings. 

“When you are getting this drip, drip job 
creation, the competition is much, much 
harder,” said Bill Rodgers, public policy 
professor at Rutgers University Here is a 
closer look at the numbers.

Goodell was on hand to applaud the Bears and 
the Chicago Park District for making Soldier Field 
the first Nl^'L stadium to receive FEED certifica- 
tion for its environmentally sustainable attributes. 

But Emanuel said he had the Super Bowl on his 
mind when the two met privately before the news 
conference. 

found out a secret, and that is the commis- 
sioner's in-laws live in the area, and Em holding 
them hostage until that happens,” Emanuel said. 
‘^We talked about 'Why Chicago?’ Two weeks ago. 


had a bunch of world leaders here, NAT'O summit, 
and if we can do that, it would be an appropriate 
place to have a Super Bowl.” 

T'he Nl^'L will hold its first open-air Super Bowl 
in a cold-weather city in the Meadowlands in New 
Jersey in 2014. Goodell said the league’s position 
on repeating the experiment will depend a lot on 
how things go then. 

Goodell also acknowledged that Soldier Field’s 
relatively small capacity could be an issue. 

But with increased seating and changes in code 
allowing for more people in its suites, the stadium’s 
capacity has grown since its 2001-03 renovation 
from 61,500 to about 63,500. 

The home of the Indianapolis Colts, Lucas Oil 
Stadium, has a usual capacity of about 63,000 for 
football games, which would make it the smallest- 
capacity stadium behind Soldier Field. That total 
was increased to about 68,000 for this year’s Super 
Bowl, according to the NFL. Lucas Oil Stadium 
also has a retractable roof. 

Also important, Goodell said, is the ability to 
host the many people who come into the city just 
to be a part of the event without attending the 
game.

In the four years since Kristen Stewart began 
playing the role of BeUa Swan in the “Twilight” 
franchise, the actress has appeared in three 
films outside of the massively popular series. 

The most popular of the nonvampire 
fare was the 2009 comedy ‘Adventureland,” 
which at its height played in around 1,800 
theaters nationwide and ended up collecting 
$16 million— nowhere near the kind of mon- 
ey a “Twilight” film rakes in. Her subsequent 
turns as Joan Jett in “The Runaways” and a 
stripper in “Welcome to the Rileys” were 
even less widely seen; the latter film grossed 
only $158,898. 

Which all makes her latest role as the prin- 
cess in “Snow White and the Huntsman” that 
much more significant. The big-budget spin 
on the classic fairy tale, opening Friday will 
mark the first time most American moviego- 
ers will get to weigh in on whether they buy 
Stewart as anyone but Bella. 

Still, the actress says taking on “Snow 
White” wasn’t a calculated move to change her 
on-screen image. 

“People are going to think that it’s me try- 
ing to either distance myself from ‘Twilight’ or 
try to prove myself beyond it or whatever,” the 
22-year-old said Tuesday at a screening of the 
$i75-miUion production. “But it’s Ijust] good 
timing. I think it’s all fallen off the truck in a 
really lucky way But it’s totally not my doing.” 

Asked if she felt “Snow White” marked a 
new phase in her career, Stewart said it didn’t. 

“ ‘Twilight’ means so much to me, but it 
doesn’t stand out in terms of... everything I do 
needs to be really important. {‘Snow White’} 
is neither better or worse than anything I’ve 
done.” 

Her latest film is the second picture based on 
the children’s tale to hit theaters this year; “Mir- 
ror Mirror,” Relativity’s lighter take on “Snow 
White,” struggled at the box office after its re- 
lease in March. But Stewart said she thinks her 
version of the film will resonate with fans. 

“Not to be totally over-sentimental about 
it, but it’s got a nice message.” 

Stewart will show off a different side of her- 
self in an adaptation of Jack Kerouac’s “On 
the Road,” which premiered to generally posi- 
tive reviews at the Cannes International Film 
Festival last week and will hit U.S. cinemas 
later this year. Meanwhile, “The Twilight Saga: 
Breaking Dawn-Part 2”— the final film in the 
series— will open in November.

To those who mock the casting of ever-gloomy Kristen 
Stewart (“Twilight”) as the brothers Grimm’s ultra-pure 
Snow White: Why shouldn’t she brood? The heroine’s 
spent the better part of her teens locked in an isolated 
tower, with nothing to do but “Stare out the window at the 
crumbling kingdom” and “Wonder if anyone thinks I’m 
still alive.” 

That imprisonment comes after Snow White’s father. 

King Magnus (Noah Huntley), makes poor, lovely Ravenna 
(Charlize Theron) his queen just one day after meeting her, 
which would have set ye olde tabloids ablaze had the fairy 
tale universe published any magazines. If they did, surely 
the cover of “The Kingdom’s Burliest Bad Boys” issue would 
have featured the Huntsman (Chris “Thor” Hemsworth). 

He’s the often-intoxicated widower who, after Snow White 
escapes into the ominous branch-filled Dark Forest, Ravenna hires to track 
down the princess so the vain queen can inhale her youth like a human bong 
hit. 

Twice as entertaining as the embarrassing, silly “Mirror Mirror,” “Snow 
White” remembers the value of magic powers and evil forces in keeping 
the edge on this fantasy world. First- time director Rupert Sanders and his 
three screenwriters (including, weirdly both “The Blind Side” writer John 
Lee Hancock and “Drive” writer Hossein Amini) also temper the weight 
of a legitimately moody story with some laughs from both the Huntsman 
and the dwarves. They’re played by non-dwarves like Ian McShane, Bob 
Hoskins, Nick Frost and Eddie Marsan, which won’t win over people 
who want little-person parts going to little people but will delight fans

“Snow White” works too hard to hammer 
home its sleek atmosphere of shattering 
black soldiers, goopy moving mirrors and 
milky white baths. 

The queen, told at a young age that beauty 
alone will save her, clearly indulges whatever 
will positively stylize her appearance, even 
if she looks like she’s been coated in some 
new form of sexy plaster or non-stick melted 
marshmallow Her insecurity contrasts with 
Snow White’s lack of arrogance and desire 
to mobilize the people to create a valuable 
lesson about the enduring power of survival 
skills, not looks. No longer a virginal sidekick 
to heroes doing all the work (casting direc- 
tors seeking merely gorgeous and pale might 
have hit a home run with Minka Kelly), Snow 
White becomes a pretty girl who’s kind but 
wounded. She doesn’t act like a princess 



because she’s far from comfortable being 
treated like one.

Anderson recaptures live-action magic

A great rainy day 
movie, “Moonrise 
Kingdom” -Wes 
Anderson’s silly, win- 
ning take on young 
adult literature— sees 
childhood as a storm

Anderson’s most delightfully bittersweet 
live-action movie since “The Royal Tenen- 
baums.” 

Days before a big storm in 1965 New 
England, Suzy (Kara Hayward) runs off with 
i2-year-old Sam (Jared Gilman), an orphan 
whose foster parents tell the officer (Bruce 
Willis) on the case that they don’t want Sam 
back. Suzy’s parents (Bill Murray, Frances 
McDormand) and Sam’s former scoutmas- 
ter (Edward Norton) follow in much hotter 
pursuit, scouring the coast for kids who 
have turned a pen pal relationship into a 
chance to escape families unequipped to 
deal with preteen woes. 

We can no longer call Anderson’s movies 
offbeat because the director (who wrote

“Kingdom” with “The Darjeeling Lim- 
ited” co-writer Roman Coppola) has such 
an identifiable rhythm. In that sense, the 
very funny “Moonrise Kingdom” feels very 
much on beat for Anderson. Yet the style 
that tilted toward forced preciousness in 
“The Life Aquatic” and fully got there in 
“Darjeeling” returns to a world in which the 
quirk becomes not a gimmick but a playful, 
intelligent point of view. These kids’ unusual 
struggles— for example, Sam once started a 
fire while sleepwalking— have pushed them 
further from the support system they need, 
while Ward (Norton) struggles to control 
his scouts because, really, they’re curious 
children still learning the ropes. 

Like the stop-motion “Fantastic Mr. 

Fox,” “Kingdom” likely will improve with 
each viewing as its mannerisms focus into 
superb characters. Even after seeing it once, 
it’s easy to appreciate the film’s ability to 
capture the creativity and intense feelings 


of children— a formula for either disaster 
or something special. As adults try to get 
a handle on the youngsters and their own 
spiraling lives, Sam and Suzy try to grow up. 


through pipes and French kisses and mom’s 
perfume.

Queen’s elaborate 
costumes cast spell

Moviegoers may be impressed by “Snow 
White and the Huntsman’s” computer-gener- 
ated trolls, flying fairies and mythical beasts. 
But it could be Colleen Atwood’s complicated, 
handmade costumes that really steal the show 

The film’s Queen Ravenna (Charlize Ther- 
on) may be losing her grip on the title of fair- 
est of them all, but she nevertheless tops the 
cast’s best-dressed list. In some cases, some of 
Ravenna’s 20 outfits (counting several mul- 
tiple versions of the same gowns) took weeks 
to construct, though they might appear on 
screen for only a few seconds. 

One cloak constructed from feathers cost 
more than $30,000 to make, while four de- 
signers spent three weeks making one wed- 
ding dress. While Atwood and her team made 
more than 2,000 medieval-era costumes for 
the production— in one scene, more than 400 
extras had to be outfitted— it is Ravenna’s 
wardrobe that directly echoes the themes di- 
rector Rupert Sanders was trying to establish 
in his villain. 

“He wanted an element of skeletons and 
death surrounding the queen, without it liter- 
ally being bones,” Atwood said. 

Early in the film, Ravenna becomes step- 
mother to Snow White when she tricks the 
princess’ widowed father. King Magnus, into 
marrying her. As Ravenna walks up the aisle in 
the wedding ceremony, her gown’s ivory satin 


and gold brocade suggests purity, but her col- 
lar— which looks like the articulated ribs of 
a small mammal— sends a different message: 
I’m hungry and you look like a meal. 

Ravenna quickly murders the king and 
takes the throne. Her cruel reign brings hard- 
ship to her subjects and even vexes nature. 
Many of Atwood’s designs have an eerie, ani- 
malistic feel, reflecting the primal gloom the 
evil queen casts over her realm. As Ravenna 
ages and becomes increasingly desperate for 
eternal youth, she at one point transforms 
into a flock of birds. It took a milliner two 
weeks to sew hundreds of black cock feathers 
intoTheron’s avian outfit for the scene. 

“Each feather is individually placed and 
manipulated,” Atwood said. “If you don’t do 
that, you end up with a messy, feather-duster- 
looking thing.” 

The bodice of another dress is covered with 
hundreds of iridescent black beetle wings, the 
leftovers from Thai diners, who eat the in- 
sects. “They were very very difficult to work 
with because they were really sharp,” said At- 
wood, adding that each wing had to be drilled 
through to be attached. 

Theron said that some of her costumes 
were uncomfortable to wear, but that was 
kind of the point. ‘A lot of my corsets were 
built like torture devices,” she said. ‘And all 
of that discomfort was very helpful, because I 
don’t think this character really loves herself”

No sense burying 
the story here: The 
French dramedy 
“The Intouchables” 
has earned more 
than $300 million 
worldwide, but sev- 
eral American critics 
have charged that it is racist. On some level, 
the movie (based on a true story) does focus 
on a Senegalese man named Driss (Omar Sy) 
and the liveliness he adds to the life of rich, 
white paraplegic Philippe (Francois Cluzet). 

There’s legitimacy to the claim that Driss, 
who has a criminal record and no discernible 
ambition until he stumbles onto a fondness 
for painting, recalls the portrayal of black 
characters in the 1930s, who existed only as 
grinning, culture-less sidekicks to the white 
characters. 

Driss, however, receives far more shad- 
ing than the racism claims imply He’s not a 
blankly smiling buffoon and possesses inher- 
ent kindness, despite a difficult upbringing 
and some poor choices. Philippe hires Driss 
not as a minstrel to entertain him but be- 
cause Driss does not mince words. He’s the

Philippe and talks to him like a person, not a 
person with a problem. 

That doesn’t mean that the often funny 
“The Intouchables” doesn’t rely on some 
racial and narrative conventions, particularly 
as Driss helps Philippe feel ready to open 
himself up to a relationship many years after 
his wife passes away It means that “The 
Intouchables” centers on a great, splendidly 
acted character who shouldn’t be seen as a 
racist stereotype just because, say he doesn’t 
want to sit through a four-hour opera. Nei- 
ther do I!

During “For Greater 
Gloiy ” I wondered 
just how long I had 
been in the theater. 
Three hours? A day 
and a half? After- 
wards, I was genu- 
inely surprised to see 
the same story on the RedEye cover as when 
I entered the theater. 

The 140 -minute film absolutely has merit, 
focusing on the period in Mexico from 
1926-29, when an army formed to fight for 
the Catholic church, taking on a govern- 
ment that suspended holy services and hung 
priests in their churches for disobeying. Andy 
Garcia plays Enrique, hired to lead the resis- 
tance despite his lack of religious devotion. 

“I believe in what you would be fighting for,” 
says his wife, Tulita (Eva Longoria). A com- 
ment like that from a woman like that can be 
very persuasive. 

Then seemingly every scene features a 
speech or a conversation that repeats the 
central conflict without deepening anyone’s

commitment to their faith or their policies. 
The battles unfold as competently shot, 
ordinary fights, despite the presence of a 
stubborn rebel (Oscar Isaac) whose bad at- 
titude just begs to be whipped into shape by 
Enrique’s leadership. 

Imagery of bodies hanging from telegraph 
lines makes an impact, of course, as does the 
notion that a small group of extremists often 
does not represent the beliefs of the masses. 
But this punishing, earnest melodrama offers 
only one-sided support of martyrdom and 
characters most differentiated by the appear- 
ance of their mustache. 

What really doesn’t make an impact is a 
very out-of-place Peter O’Toole as a priest, 
bellowing “Muchachos!” as he’s hit in the 
head with fruit, and an awkwardly funny 
montage in which a man’s life flashes before 
his eyes. That sort of incompetence can turn 
even violent truth into a joke.
